7.— “ We 
cannot yet make the claim that 
radium is the solution of the 
problem of treatm ent of cancer: 
we ran only gay th a f it acts as a 
mitigation. Because not enough 
radium is to be had, the prob­ 
lem in its larger phases is still 
a surgical one.’’ 
This was the epitome of an 
address by Dr. Howard A. Kel­ 
ley of Baltimore,

urging that lands known to con­ 
tain radium bearing ores should 
be reserved for the government 
in an effort 
to

world s supply. 
“ Massive cancer,’ Dr. Kelley 
said, “ requires relatively mas­ 
sive radium treatment. Radium 
acts on cancer like water on 
fire, but we cannot put out a 
la r g e conflagration 
with

“ La Crosse grocers have known 
for years that their customers were 
not supplied 
with the hest bread, 
and we propose to make a 5 cent 
loaf equal in quality and value to 
the lh cent loaves sold iii limited 
quantities by women who hake in 
I their homes, in fact better, for even 
these home baked breads are not 
always what they should he. 
“ Pursuing the usual policy of the 
association, we have committed ou r­ 
selves to La Crosse flour as long as 
I we can get the hest grade here for 
(an honest figure, as is the case at 
I present.” 
All to Have Stock 
I 
It was announced that all the gro- 
! cers in the association would be per­ 
m i t t e d to take stock in the bakery, 
sand as in addition to making breads 
‘demanded by the customers in pre- 
; ference to the hake of private baker- 
jcities have uniformly lyiid dividends, 
it is expected that the project 
be successful.
